The top of most modern Maps is considered as the north, the bottom as 
the south, the right hand as the east, and the left hand as the west. In old 
maps, where this rule is not always strictly followed, a dower de luce is ge¬ 
nerally placed on some part of it, pointing toward the north, by which the 
other points are easily known. 

On the top of the map, between the marginal lines, are placed the several 
figures, which show the number of degrees of eastern or western longitude of 
eVery place, that is directly under those figures, from the first meridian, 
which in modern British maps is the royal observatory at Greenwich, near 
London. _ At the bottom of most maps are placed the same figures as those 
at the top; but in maps of the best sort, instead of them are placed the num¬ 
ber of hours or minutes every place in it lies distant, east or west, from its 
chief town or first meridian. For instance, every place which is situate one 
degree east from another, will appear to have the Sun four minutes of time 
before it; and any one place, situate one degree west of another, will appear

Rocks are sometimes made in maps like little pointed 
things sticking up sharp in the sea. Sands dr shelves ®re denoted by a great 
number of little points placed in the form of those sands, as they have been 
found to. lie in the ocean, by sounding the depths. Currents of water are 
describee! by several long parallel crooked strokes, imitating a current. The 
course of winds is represented by arrows, with the heads pointing out the 
direction in which the wind blows. Small rivers are described by a single 
curved line representing their course, and increasing in thickness as they 
flow; and large rivers by such double and treble lines made strong and black.

They raid: feveral 
vegetables, which are not indigenous to 
the country, as tobacco, watermelons, 
kidneybeans, and hemp. Their huts are 
tigherand more commodious than thofe 
of the Hottentots, and their lands more 
fertile; but their oxen, and almoft all 
their animals, are much fmaller. Induf- 
try is the leading trait in the character, 
of the Caffres, who are diftinguilhed. 
from their neighbours to the s by their 
fbndnefs for agriculture. They have a 
high opinion of the Supreme Being, 
and of his power : they believe in a 
future Hate of rewards and punifhment; 
but think that the world had no begin¬ 
ning, and will be everlafting.

whop driqd, they are round, and fold up 
like a fan. The natives wear a piece 
of the kaf on their head when they 
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travel, to fhide them from the fun ? 
they are fo tough that they are not 
eafily tom* Every foldler carries one, 
and it ferves far his tent. Of the ani¬ 
mal tribes, this ifland is famous for its 
elephants, which are more efteemed 
than any others in the Indies; and it 
abounds with buffalos, goats, hogs, deer, 
hares, dogs, jackals, monkies, tigers, 
and bears.

Gold is almoft taken pure from 
the mines, and there are rich filter 
mines. The country it interfered by 
rivers, which are well calculated for 
promoting Inland commerce, yet not 
large enough to admit veffels of great 
burden; but there are commodious har¬ 
bours on the coaft, particularly that of 
Turon. The aborigine® of Cochin- 
china are called Moys, and they inhabit 
the chain of mountains which feparate 
it from Cambodia.

There k 
no place in the world better furnifhed 
with corn, flefh, fifh, fugar, fruits, and 
all fort* of ganlenftuff; and in Lower 
Egypt oranges, lemons, figs, dates, al¬ 
monds, caffia, and plantains, are pro* 
duced in great plenty. Lentils form a 
confiderable article of food to the inha¬ 
bitants of Upper Egypt, who rarely en- 
ioy the luxury of rice; and onions, re¬ 
markably mild and of the pureft white, 
continue to be a favourite diet among 
all claties. The animals of Egypt are 
tigers, hyenas, antelopes, apes, black- 
cattle, fine horfes, large afles, croco¬ 
diles, the hippopotamus, the camellon, 
the cerattes, or horned viper, and a kind 
of rat called ichneumon ; eagles, hawks, 
pelicans, waterfowls of all kinds, and 
the Ibis, which refcmbles a duck, and 
was deified by the ancient Egyptians, 
on account of its defraying ierpents 
and noxious infedts. The pyramids of 
Egypt, formerly accounted one of the 
feven wonders of the world, are all 
built on rocky and Tandy plains; the 
largeft, which is near Gizeh, is 500 feet 
in perpendicular height, the length of 
the bale is 780 feet, and it takes up eleven 
acres of ground. Here are alfo caverns, 
containing mummies, or embalmed 
dead bodies, which are found in coffins 
fet upright in niches of the walls, and 
have continued there at lead 4000 years. 
The principal city is Cairo.

Etna y a volcano of Sicily, and the 
moft celebrated mountain in Europe. 
It is 63 miles in circumference at the 
bafe, and 10,954 feet in height.

The quays, the build¬ 
ings on each fide, and the bridges, 
render the part through which the 
river , runs by far the fined ; but every 
part is full of wonders in the arte of 
painting, datuary, and architecture. 
The inhabitants are edimated at 80,000; 
and the environs are beautiful, rich, and 
populous. Some of the Florentine 
merchants, formerly, were men of great 
wealth ; and one of them, in the mid¬ 
dle of the 15th century, built that no¬ 
ble fabric, which, from the name of its 
founder, is dill called the Palazzo 
Pitt . It was aderward purchased by 
the.Medici family, who made fome en¬ 
largements; and it thence became the 
rdidence of thejgrand dukes of Tufca- 
ny. The Palazzo Vecchio, or old pa¬ 
lace, contains a room 17a feet long and 
70 wide, for public entertainments. 
The beauties and riches of thefe palaces, 
in all that is maderly in architecture, 
literature, and the arts, efpecially thofe 
of painting and fculpiure, have been

The 
cathedral, the churches, and other pub¬ 
lic buildings, contain paintings and 
fculptures by the firft matters in Italy ; 
and the chapel of Lorenzo is, perhaps, 
the mod expenfive habitation that ever 
was reared for the dead, being incruded 
with precious dones, and adorned by 
the workmanfhip of the bed modern 
fculptors. The manufactures of Flo¬ 
rence are chiefly fills, iatins, gold and 
filver duffs, and dam all, tablecloths; 
and it has a confiderable trade in fruits 
and excellent wines. In July 1799, the 
French troops, then in pofieffion of this 
city, were driven out by the inhabitants;

From this fituation 
he attempted to efcape, in June 1791, 
with the queen, his lifter, the dauphin, 
and his daughter; but they Were ar- 
refted at Varennes, and conduced back 
to Paris. Such, however, was then the

conftitution, which they completed foon 
after, and it was accepted by the king’ 
in September, when a new national af- 
fembly was eledfod In April 179a, 
the king went to the national aflembly, 
and propofed to them to declare war 
againft the king of Hungary and Bohe¬ 
mia.

The towuhoufe i® an ele¬ 
gant building with a .piazza in front; 
and oppofite it is the exchange, a fquare 
building, with an equeftrian ftatue of 
William 111 in the centre. The toll- 
booth, the guildhall, and the theatre, 
are alfo worthy of notice. There are 
foveral charitable eftablifhments; par¬ 
ticularly the Merchant's ftolpital and 
that of the town, and a large infirmary. 
Glafgow has a confiderable foreign 
trade ; and its numerous manufadures, 
particularly of muffin, cotton, calico, 
coarfe woollen cloth, porcelain, glafs, 
the refining of lugar, and the tanning 
of leather, are carried on to a great 
extent. The Clyde is navigable for 
vefiels of eight feet water as far as the 
bridge; but larger vefiels flop at Port 
Glafgow, or Greenock, to unload; it 
has alfo the advantage of two canals, 
befide the Great Canal that joins the 
Clyde to the Forth.

Koriacs, a people of Siberia, divided 
into'two forts. Thole properly called 
. Koriacs have a filed refidcnce; the 
others are wanderers, and are known 
. by the appellation of R&indecr Koriacs. 

Their flock* are nuineroui. and they 
maintain them by conducing them to 
thjofe cantons that abound with moft. 
When tide pafturcs are exhaufted, 
they- leek for others. In this manner 
they wander atom, encamping under 
tents of (kin, and fupporting themfclvei 
. with the produce of their deer, which 
are as ferviceabfe for draught to the 
Koriacs, as the dogs are to the Kami- 
fchadalea. There i§, in many refpe&s, 
a great refemblance between the lied 
and the wandering Koriacs: vet the 
mifunderftanding which fiibfifts among 
them caufes them to be confidered as 
two different people. Their country, 
.however, is the fame, and takes in a 
vaft extent; bounded on the s by 
f amtfehatka and the gulf of Pengma, a 
by the country of the Oluterians, k by 
that of tIne Tehoukchis, and w by the 
. ToDgoufes, the Lam outs, and the Ya- 
.bouts. The number of fixed Koriacs 
fcarcely exceeds nine hundred; and 
though it is not eafy to calculate that, 
iff the wandering Koriacs, it is imagined 
that they do not much furpafs this 
amount. .The manners of the former 
are a mixture of duplicity, miflruft, and 
avarice* Robbers by nature, they are 
fufpicious, cruel, incapable either of be- 
.nevolence or pity. From this perfidious 
j*nd favage djfpofition, It would not to 
cafy tor them to live In peace, or form 
. any durable ties witMfctr heigh boyrs:

ble courage, which delights in perpe¬ 
tual combats, and glories in a contempt 
of life. Superftition lends its aid tp 
ennoble in their eyes this thirft of blood, 
*' by impofing a law that obliges them to 
conquer or to die- Neither the bravery 
nor th.e number of their advei farics can 
at ari intimidate them; it is then they 
fwear to destroy the sun. They diL 
charge this terrible oath by cutting the 
throats of their wives and children, 
burning all their pofleffioos, and ruffl¬ 
ing madly into the midft of their ene¬ 
mies. The combat cannot terminate 
but by the total ddlru&ion of One of 
the partiei; for the vanquished never 
feck their fafety by. flight, and not a 
Kuriac will furyive the (laughter of his 
.countrymen* Their regular occupation 
is hunting and fifiling; but every feafon 
will not permit them to follow it. Dur¬ 
ing thefe intervals, (hut up in their deep 
habitations, they ffeep, finoke, and get 
drunk. Thoughtlefs of the future, 
without regret for the waft, they come 
not out of their jourts till the molt 
urgent neceflky compels them* Theft: 
jourts are larger than 4 hofe of the 
Kamtfcbadales; but their filttuntfs is 
more difgufting, for there is neither 
door, nor vent-hole for the fmoke. 
They live upon dried fifti, and the ieii 
and fat of the whale and feawolf. The 
vwhale is commonly eaten raw, and the 
feawolf dried and cooked in • the fame 
manner as their fiffi, except the finews, 
the marrow, the brain, and now and 
then.a (lice of the flefli, which they de¬ 
vour raw with extreme avidity. Rain-

The religion of the Mongtil Tartars is 
con filed to the worth ip of Fo. They 
have the 'moft fupefftitiaus veneration 
Ibrtheir'Jamas, Who arc dawnilh, ignor¬ 
ant, and licentious priefts, to whom 
they attribute the power of calling 
tioivn hail or rain : to ihete lamas they 
give the moft valuable of their effects in 
return for prayers, which theyjo about 
reciting from tent to tent. Thefe peo¬ 
ple are very devout, and continually 
tvear, hanging at their necks, a kind of 
dhaplet, over which they fay their 
prayers* All the Mongols are-governed 
by khans, or particular princes, inde¬ 
pendent of each other; but all fubjeH to 
the-emperor of China, Whom they con- 
fider as the grand khan of the Tartars.

Moritz, St* a town of SwifTerland, in 
the canton of Orifons, with a famous 
mineral fpring, 15 miles jtne of Chia- 
venna. 

Morlacnia, a mountainous country 
in Hungarian Dalmatia, the inhabitants 
of which are called Morlacks, or Mor* 
lachi. They inhabit the pleafant valley* 
of Koter, along the rivers Kerha, Get- 
tina, Nartnta, and among the inland 
mountains of Dalmatia. They are faid, 
by fome, to be of Wallachian extrac® 
lion ; but others think their origin in¬ 
volved in the darknefs of the barbarous 
ages. The Inhabitants of the feacoaft 
of Dalmatia tell many (lories of their 
pvarice and cruelty; but if any fuch 
events have happened, they ought to be 
aferibed to the corruption of a few in¬ 
dividuals, for the moil pleafing trait of 
character among the Morlachi is friend¬ 
ship. They have even made it a kind 
pf religious article; for the Sclavonian 
ritual contains a particular benedidtion, 
for the folcmn union of two male, or 
two female* friends, in the prefence of 
the congregation. The Morlachi are 
extremely fenfible of mild treatment, 
and when they meet with it are ready to 
perform every po(Tib|e fervtce; but are 
implacable if injured or infulted. Their 


noipitauty is equally conspicuous among 
the poor, as among the opulent; nor is 
their generofity confined to ftrangert, 
but extendi itfelf to all who are in want.

Morocco , a city of the kingdom of 
Morocco, fra ted in a beautiful plain, 
formed by a chain of mountains on the 
N, and thofe of Atlas on the $ and i. 
Though one of the capitals of the em¬ 
pire (for there are two others, Mequi- 
nez and Fez> it has nothing to recom¬ 
mend it but its great extent and the 
royal palace, in which the emperor 
fpends the faft-days during the months 
of CMobcr and November. It is era- 
clofed by ftronj walls, the circumfer¬ 
ence of. whidh is eight miles; they are 
flanked by fquare towers, and furround- 
ed bya wide and deep ditch. Themofques, 
caravanfaris, public baths, fquares, 
and palaces of the xeriffes are numer¬ 
ous, but in a ftate of dilapidation. The 
beft houfes are enclofed in gardens 5 but 
tbe generality of them, with the ruins of 
many, ferve only to imprefs the travel¬ 
ler with the idea of a miferable and 
deferted city. The inhabitants are efti- 
roafed at 170,000, little more than a 
third of the number it contained before 
the court was removed to Fez and Me- 
quinez. The Jews, who are numerous 
have 31, feparate town, walled in, and 
under the charge of an alcaid, appointed 
by the. emperor. It has two gates, 
which are regularly fhut every evening 
at nine ; after which no perfon can enter 
or depart,* till they are opened the next 
morning. They have a market of their 
own; and when they enter a Moorifh 
town, market, or palace, they are com¬ 
pelled to be barefooted. Morocco is 90 
miles e of Magador, and 400 s of Gib¬ 
raltar.

It is narroweft in the middle, w|#ne% 
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is 040 imics me r; ana in tnis parr, on 
the continent, I* a kingdom, Ifland, and 
city of the fame name. 

Mosmmbiqu *,a kingdom of Africa, on 
the e coaKI, oppofite the ifland of Mi- 
dagafear. The capital is of the fame 
name, fituate on an ifland, chief of 
three iSflajiiiclii that form a part of_ the 
kingdom. The larged, called Mofam* 
bique, is not more than three miles in 
length, and half as much in breadth, 
and is about two miles from tbe conti¬ 
nent. The other two, called St. George 
and St. James, lie on each aide of it, fac¬ 
ing tie continent.. Tbe iHands arc in ge¬ 
neral fandy, but in feme parts produce 
citrons, oranges, and other fruits. The 
fail on tbe continent is luxuriant and 
fertile in rice, millet, fruits, puHe, roots, 
and other efculents; and it feeds vaft 
quantities of cattle, large and finall, 

• particularly fhcep with large tails. Hefe 
arc wild beads of various kinds, as dags, 
boars, and elephants, which lad are fo 
fierce and deftnnftive, that the inhabit* 
ants are obliged to kindle large ire* 
round their fawn field*, to prevent their 
being devoured by them. The country 
5 s alio rich in gold, which i§ wafted 
down by tie rivers in great quantities, 
and make* a chief part of its commerce. 
Ivory, ebony, flaves, and cattle, are like- 
wife changed for luropean goods. The 
natives dand in awejof tbe Portuguefe, 
who are the only Europeans admitted 
Into fame of their ports, whence they 
export the commodities already men¬ 
tioned, alfo diver, copper, and wax. 
The city of Mofkmbique is faid to be 
▼oy haodforoe* and the building well 
condfU&ed, efperially the churche* and 
convents; and the fort or caftlejs about 
a mufket fhot from tbe city. The fort 
dongs to the Portuguefe, who hive 
generally a good garrtfon here, i well 
ftored magazine, and a latge hofpital 
for fick feilors. Their ftips always call 
here in going to the E Indies; and the 
r harbour is fo commodious, that whole 
^ fleets may anchor and provide them-

Moscow, a city of Ruflia, capital of 
the government of Mofcow, and for¬ 
merly of the whole empire. It is the 
larged city in Europe; the circumfe¬ 
rence, within the rampart that cnclofe* 
the fuhurbs, being 26 miles: but the 
population does not correfpond with the 
extent. It contain* within tbe ramparts 
250,000 fouls, and is till the tnoft po¬ 
pulous city in the empire, notwithftand- 
mg the reftdence of the court is at Pc- 
teriburg. JMofcow is distributed into 
five divifions; the Kremlin, Kbitaigo- 
rod, Bielgorod, Semlainogorod, and Slo- 
boda. The Kremlin is in the ecu trill 
and higheft part of the city, furronnded 
by high walls of ft one and brick, two 
mile* in circumference. This divifion 
is not deformed by wooden heufes. It 
contains the ancient palace of the eaars, 
now only remarkable for being the 
birthplace of Peter the great; alfo the 
cathedral with feven towers, fete?*! 
churches with beautiful fpires, two con¬ 
vents, the patriarchal palace, and tic 
arfenal. The Khitaigorod Is much 
larger than the Kremlin: it contains 
the univerfity, the printlng-houfe. and 
. many other public huildings, with all 
the tradefmen’s ft ops. The houfes arc 
molly ftuccoed or white-waflied; and 
it has the only ftreet in Mofcow in 
which the faoufes Hand clofe to each 
other. The Bielgorod, or White Town, 
runs round the two preceding divifions: 
it takes its name from a white wall, by 
which it was formerly furronnded. The 
Semlainogorod environs .ill the other 
three divifions, and U fo .denominated 
from a circular rampart of earth by 
which it is encompafled. Tbe lift two 
divifions exhibit a grotefque group of 
churches, convents, palaces, brick and 
wooden houfes, and nueain hovels. The 
Sloboda, or fuburbs. form a vaft exterior 
circle round all the parts already de- 
feribed, and are inrefted by a low ram¬ 
part and ditch. Thefe fuburbs contain, 
be fide buildings of all kinds, orchawfe, 
gardens,corn-fields, much open pafturr, 
and fame (mail lakes, which give rife to 
tbe Neghua. Tbe Mofkva, from which 
the city take* its name, lows through 
It in a winding channel i but, excepting 
in fpring, is only navigable for rafts.

The 
Pelewans, in general, are flout and well 
made, rather above the middle ftature, 
and of a deep copper colour.

Both fexes are 
tattowed, have their teeth made black 
by art, and the cartilage between the 
noflrils bored, through which they fre¬ 
quently put a fprig or bloffom of feme 
plant or fnrub.

Both fexes are exjprf at 
fwimrr.ing; and the men are fuch ad- 
nvrable divers, that they will fetch 
up any thing from the bottom of the 
fea. Abba Thulle, the king of the 
ifland, entertained fuch an opinion of 
the Englifh, that he permitted his fe¬ 
cund fon, Lee Boo, to accompany them 
to England, where they arrived in 1784* 
in a few months after this hopeful youth 
died of the fmallpox, and the E India 
Company eredted a monument over his 
grave in F.otherhithe churchyard. The 
li India Company, fenfible that there 
remained obligations for them to fulfil, 
equipped two veffcls at Bombay, under 
the command of captain M’Ciuer, which 
arrived at thefe iflands in January 1791. 
A joyful and affefting interview took 
place between the Englifh and the Pe- 
lewans ; and Abba. Thu lie bore the in¬ 
telligence of the death of Lee Boo with 
great fortitude. When the prefenta 
Were landed, coupling of cattle, fiicep, 






ogetber with arms, 
s, laws, and other 
utensils, the multitude were ftruck with 
amazement, and the king hirafelf was 
at a lofs how to exprefs his gratitude. 
The king, in return, made a prefent of 
one of the iQands to the Engltfh, which 
was taken pofleflion of with the nfual 
formalities. Captain M'Cluer leaving 
one (hip behind to fuperintend the gar¬ 
dens, plantations, and live ftock, pro¬ 
ceeded with the other to Canton ; fome 
of the natives voluntarily accompanying 
him* He returned to Pelew in J une ; 
but thinking his benevolent miffion not 
yet completed, he failed with both (hips 
to New Guinea and Bencoolen, and re¬ 
turned again in January 1793, with two 
full cargoes of cattle and ftoret. Dur¬ 
ing his abfence Abba Thulle had died, 
and his brother had fucceeded to the 
fovereignty. The munificent gratitude

entire, the amphitheatre of Vefpatian 
is the molt ftiapendous monument of 
antiquity in Home. About one half of 
the external circuit ftill remains; from 
which a pretty exaft idea may be form- 
cd' of the original itro&ure, and by 
computation it could contain 8<;,ooo 
fpectators. But the antiquities of Rome 
ore too numerous to be minutely de- 
feribed; that the ancient Forum, now 
a cow-market; the beautiful column of 
Trajan, &c. iiiiiijII be pslfed over. The 
Campitioglio, built by Michael Angelo, 
ill ajJcaiiiiliil ixudure, landing on the 
file of fit* andtut Capitol, fo tong the 
centre of the empire of the world. The 
body of this pal tee is the refidenee of 
the fcnators of Rome, and the wings 
aw inhabited by the conservatores of 
the city. The pope has three fuperb 
palaces, of which the principal is the 
Vatican, near St. Peter's church. The 
library of this palace is the large! and 
mot complete in the world j rich, cfpe- 
% illy In manuscripts, in all languages, 
and of all ages. In Rome the con- 
aoiitiir will inlet with innumerable 
paintings by the greateft mafteri. and 
Wit the fineft works of fculoture, &c. 




Buide the univerfity, which confifts of fi 
federal noble colleges, there are nume¬ 
rous academic! and literary focieties.

Dole. The men fuffer 
grow, and wear their hair 
iaihions. The drefg of 
nearly reiembles thofe of New 
and they wear necklaces of fmall varie 
gated (hells. Tat towing the body 
‘pradifed by every colony of this nation. 
The hands and arms of the women are 
alfo neatly marked, and they have the 
lingular cuftum of tattowing the tip of 
the tongue. They live together in vil¬ 
lages, containing from 100 to 
houfes, built cloiely together, wii 
any order, and having a 
between them. They 
Hanked, toward the lea, 
walls, which are meant 
and defence. Thefe v* 
loofe (tones, and the 
very dexterous in fhifting 
iy to fuch places as the 
attack may require. In the (ides of the 
bills they have little caves, the entrance 
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lame kind ; thefe arc places of retreat 
So cafcs of extremity, and may be de¬ 
fended by a Angle perfon againft federal 
aflailaats. Some of the houfea arc from 
40 to 50 feet long, and from 10 to 30 
broad; others are mere hovels. The 
food of the lower clafs con lifts princi* 
pally of fi/h and vegetables, to which 
the people of higher rank add the flefl* 
of hogs and dogs. The making of cm- 
iiiioes, matt, dec- forms the occupations 
of the linen; the women are employed 
In manufacturing cloth; and the fer* 
wants are principally engaged in the 
plantations, and filling. They have 
■yariou amufements, fuch as dancing, 
boxing, wreftling, &c- Their planta- 
tions, which are fpread over the whole 
feacoaft, con lift of the taro, or eddy- 
root, and fweet potatoes, with plant! of 
the cloth-tree ftt in rows. They make 
fait in great abundance, and of a good 
quality. The bottoms of their canoe* 
are of a tingle piece of wmd 9 hollowed 
out to the thicknefs of an inch, and 
brought to a point at each end 1 the 
IMci con Aft of three boards, each about 
an inch thick, neatly fitted and lafhed 
to the bottom part. Some of their 
■double canoes meafure 70 feet in length, 
three and a half in depth, and 12 in 
breadth.' Their weapong are fpeara, 
daggers, clubs, and flings; and for 
©rmour they wear ftrong mats, which 
are not eafily penetrated. The govern- 
mentis monarchical and hereditary ; but 
111* the iflands are not united under one 
Sovereign, wars are frequent among 
them. The fame fyftem of fubordina¬ 
tion • prevails here as at the other 
Sflande; the abfolute authority on 
the part of the chiefs, and unrefifting 
iubmiffion on the part of the people. 
Human facrifices are here frequent; 
mot only .at the commencement of a 
■war, or fignal enterprife, but the death 
t>f every confidence chief calls for a 
repetition of thefe horrid rites. Not- 
Withftanding the death of captain Cook, 
"who was here murdered through a 
dudden refentment, the inhabitants are 
acknowledged to be of the moft mild 
and affectionate difpofition ; and in hof- 
piulity to ftraegers they are not ex¬ 
ceeded evt*n by thofe of the Friendly 
iflands. Their natural capacity feems, 
in no refpecl, below the common 
itajidard ot mankind-

The eftablifhed religion is the prefby-

among it® prefbyters. There are few 
Roman catholics, nor are the epifeo- 
palians numerous.

The chiefs are diftinguiflied 
by wearing fome heavy gold bracelets 
on their wrifts, and fometimes a chain 
of the lime metal round their turbans, 
and by being mounted on better hories; 
otherwife no diftinltion appears among 
them. The civil and military govern¬ 
ment of the Seiks, before a common in- 
tereft had ceafed to actuate its opera¬ 
tions, was conducted by general af- 
femblies ; but lince their dominions 
have been fo widely extended, the grand 
afiembiy is now rarely fummoned. 
Their army confitts almoft entirely of 
horfe, of which a Scik will boaft they 
can bring 300,000 into the field ; and it 
is fuppofed they might bring 200,000. 
They have commonly two, fome of 
them three horfes each. They indeed 
confider this animal as necelfary to 
their exlftence; and though it if cuf- 
tomary with them to make merry on 
the demlUe of one of their brethren, 
they mourn for the death of a horfe.

It ii'6-50 mile** in'length,, and 
as© in breadth, though in fame places 
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not above f© ; and is* divided into the 
Upper and Lower. The principal rivefr 
Is the Menkn, which flows s through 
it* whole length into the gulf of Siam* 
It i® a flat country, and in the rainy 
feafon I® overflowed by the river» for 
which reafon matt of the houfes art 
built of bamboos upon pnfts, and haw 
no communication for fame months 
but by boats. There are mines of gold, 
filver, iron, lead, tin, and copper j 
and plenty of pepper, rice, cotton* 
aloes, benjamin, and mufti. The tame 
cattle are beet es, buffalos, and hof »f 
the woods abound with elephants, 
rhinocerofes, leopards, and tigers; be» 
fide which there are crocodiles and large 
ferpents. The Siamefe, both m*n and 
women, go almoft naked ? having only 
a piece of calico, or (ilk, girded round 
their waifts ; but the better,flirt wear 
rich garments. Tluy are fmall, but 
well fhaped, have large foreheads, little 
nofes, handfnme mouths, pkirap lips, 
and black fparkling eyes. The men art 
of an olive colour, with little beards; 
but the women are of a ftraw com¬ 
plexion, and feme have their cherts a 
little red. They are refpedtfut to th 
aged; begging is diihonorabie, and 
theft infamous ; adultery is very rare. 
The furniture of their houfes is as fi; - 
pie as their drefa and diet; which laft 
©onfifts chiefly of rice and fiih. Though 
an indolent people, they are ingenious 
and excel in the fabrication of gold, in

fireworks, and in miniature painting. 
T he king (hows himfelf but once a 
year to the common people. He w pro¬ 
prietor of all the’ lands in th^country, 
and keeps a numerous army, among 
which are 3000 elephants.

Sierra Leone, a country in the w part 
of Guinea, fo named from being mbmi- 
tainous, and the mountains abounding 
in lions. Its limits are from tine Grain 
coaft on the se, to Cape Verga on the 
fcw; that is, between 7 and io - m lat. 
In the open and plain parts, on the 
banks of a river of the feme name,. the 
heat of the fun, before any breeze arifes, 
is aim oft intolerable; but ai a refrefeing 
gale conftantly fprings up about noon, it 
renders the country fupportable. Tbc 
wet feafon, from May to Odofcer, ia 
nfhered in and terminated by ftoimy 
weather. The whole trait, on each fide 
the river, is rich ia rice and millet, 
which is the chief fuftenaoce of tine in¬ 
habitants ; and, upon the whole, it it 
one of the beft countries on the coaft. 
The Negros' are in general of mild ex¬ 
ternal manners, and noted for their 
hofpitality; but they poflfal a great 
Jhare of pride, and are eafily aftellod by 
an infult. Of all the tribes, thole who 

have emtfrawi Mok aedaoifm,* SfUs 
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'■soft ridzed And reipcttiNc 
thofe on the coaft, from their, inter- 
courfe with the European flave-faflors, 
are mnch inferior in everything* 'except 
he art of making a bargain* to thofe 
who refide higher up the country. 

Sierra Leone, a river of Guinea, in 
•l country of the tame name. Its fourCe 
is uncertain; but its mouth, at Free¬ 
town, is nine miles wide. In 1791, the 
Sierra Leone Company was incorpo¬ 
rated# for the ptfrpofe of cultivating 
W India and other tropical productions 
on the bank* of this river. The firft 
fettlers were aoo white perfons, and a 
number of free blacks from Nova Scotia, 
in 1793, the colonifts were all put into 
‘pofTeffion of fmall lots of land, and a 
new town was begun to be built. The 
melt year a french fquadron deftroyed 
the fettlement, and captured feveral of

Even the tmperor of 
China, who in of a Tartar .race, ‘does 
not fail to acknowledge the lama, in 
hif religious capacity, although, as a 
temporal foveretgn, the lama himfelf 
is tributary to that emperor. _ The opi¬ 
nion of the moft orthodox Tibetians is, 
that when the grand lama fetmi to die, 
either of old age or infirmity, his will, 
ill reality, only quits a crazy habitation, 
to look for another younger or better; 
and it is difcowed agajp in the body 
of fome child, by certain tokens known 
only to the lamas or priefts, in which 
order he always appears. In im, the 
grand lima was an infant, who had wen 
difeovered fome time before by tee 
Telhoo lama, who, in authority and 
fan&ity of character, is next to the grand 
lama, and, during his minority, a&8 as 
chief. The lamas, who form the greateft 
and moft powerful body in the ftate, 
have the priefthood entirely In their 
hands. At the head of their hierarchy 
lire three lamas: the Dalai lama, who 
refides at Lafla; the Telhoo lama, who 
lives at Telhoo Loomboo; and the 
Taranat lama, whofe feat i# Kharca, in 
the north." The priefts eonftitute many 
monaftic orders, which are held in great 
feneration among them. The moft 
numerous fe6t are called Gy longs, who 
are exempt from labour, enjoined tem¬ 
perance, and interdicted all intercourse 
with the female fex: they abound over 
all Tibet and Bootan, rotwithftanding 
the feverity of difeipline; lince every 
family con lifting of more than four boys

It was the favourite country 
rcfidence of the ancient Romans, as 
Prefcati is of the' moderns. The ca¬ 
thedral is built on the ruins of a temple 
of Hercules, In the ^market* place are 
two imagei of Oriental granite, repre- 
fenting the Egyptian deity Ifis. The 
adjacent country yields excellent oil. 
Near Tivoli are the ruins of the mag¬ 
nificent villi built by emperor Adrian* 
a celebrated cafcade. a temole of Vefta 


and another of the fybil Albunea, a 
famous villa called the Villa Efteme, 
and the remarkable lake of Solfatara. 
livoli is feated on an aminence, on the 
river Teverone, 15 miles eke of Rome. 

Mmzarto, a town of Italy, in the duchy 
of Parma, 13 miles s of Parma. 

Tlascala , a province of New Spain ; 
bounded on the k by Panuco, e by the 
gulf of Mexico, s by Ouaxaca and the 
Pacific ocean, and, w by Mexico.

They feem very 
little given to thieving, in companion 
'with the inhabitants of nrioft of the 
illundain the Southern ocean; but they 
are ever ready to commit depredations 
on the Indian corn, whenever there is 
a probability of their attempts proving 
fuccclsfuh They are very expert at 
throwing their javelins, and will hit a 
mark at a confukrahle diftanee- Their 


number fee ms to be few, in comparifojj 
to the extent of the country; and 
there is*reafon to believe that the in¬ 
terior pacts are uninhabited. Their jes- 

nally exited, has now entirely vaniflL 
ed; but the proximity #f a civilized 
colony has not tended in the leaft to 
polifib their native rudenefs and batbs- 
rifm. The Britifh iettlement her® has 
continued to flourifh and extend from 
ks firft eftablilhment at Sydney, la 
1809 the population was 9356; of 
which number above two-thirds main¬ 
tain themfelves, and the reft are victual¬ 
ed and clothed at the expenfe of the 
crown. Mo ft men of a trade or pro- 
fed! oo purfue their calling; and la¬ 
bourers are either employed by fet tiers 
to cultivate their lauds, and in various 
occupations, or work indifferent gangs, 
where they can be ferviceable.

There are 
of raft extent, full of the ftraighteft and 
largeft timber, fit for buildings of any 
kind- Wild celery, andakind of creflTei, 
grow plentifully in aimoft every ewe. 
Yams, fweet potatoes, and cocoas, are 
railed by cultivation. Cook, in 1775, 
planted fevera! fpots of ground with 
European garden feeds; and, in 1777, 
Ip feveral of thefe fpots, although to¬ 
tally neglefted and overran by weeds, 
were .found cabbages, onions, leeks, 

a few fine potatoes, greatly Improved 
by change or foil. In other placei every 
thing had been rooted out to make 
room for temporary villages. The only 

S uadrupeds are dog§ and rats: the 
>rmer are domeftic, arid for food; and 
the latter, thcmgh not numerous, feem 
alfo to be eaten.
